“For 
long year»,*' said Elkins, “Canada had 
taken business from our country and 
despoiled the business of our railroads

Qwtge Byron Gordon, the eiplofw, 
eontribntes an article on **Tbe Mysteri* 
ons City of Hondnras** to The Century. 
The article gives an acconnt of disco?» 
eries at Copan. Mr. Gordon says: . 


No regalar burying place has yet 
been found at Copan, but a number of 
isolated tombs have been explored. The 
location of these was strange and nnez- 
pected—beneath the pavement of court­ 
yards and under the foundations of 
houses. They consist of small chambers 
of very excellent masonry, roofed some­ 
times by means of the horizontal aroh nud 
sometimes by means of slabs of stone rest­ 
ing on the top of the vertical walls. In 
these tombs one and sometimes two in­ 
terments had been made. The bodies 
had been laid st full length upon the 
floor. The cerements had long since 
moldered away, and the skeletons them­ 
selves were in a crumbling condition 
and give little knowledge of the phys­ 
ical characteristics of the people; but 
one fact of surpassing interest came to 
light couceruiug their private lives— 
namely, the custom of adorning tbo 
front teeth with gems inlaid iu the 
enamel and by filling. Although not all 
of tbo sets of teeth found had boon 
treated in this way, there are enough to 
show that the practico w*as general, at 
least among the upper classes, for ail 
the tombs opened, from their associa­ 
tions with prominent houses, seem to 
have belonged to people of rank and for­ 
tune. The Btoue used iu the inlaying 
was a bright green jadeite. A circulur 
cavity about one-sixteenth of an iiiuh 
in diameter was drilled iu the enamol 
of each of the two front teeth of the up­ 
per row and inlaid with a little dink of 
jadeite. cut to a perfect fit and secured 
by means of a bright red cement.

Incumbered with his cloth­ 
ing, he was seized in a frantic grasp by 
the struggling child, and both were dis­ 
appearing, to the horror of the specta­ 
tors, when like a flash of light Oiiuitri 
sprang into the canal. He had bitten 
his rope through. 


In two minutes the drowning pair 
were at the side of the canal, where 
willing hands .drew them from the wa* 
ter. In the excitement of the work of 
resuscitation the bystanders forgot the 
dog. When at last they looked around 
for him, he had disappeared. His cap­ 
tors never'siiw him again, and there 
were three lives saved.

Om nornlDg In the jretr 1868 ■ ■ the 
KtiRliih brig Fteir Hope was to the east 
•i the ialaud of Ceylou. boand for, the 
itrait of Malacca, a man who had been 
iient aloft hailed the deck with the iu* 
forination that a monster shark was ly* 
iug alongside. The craft had high bnl* 
warks, and the fish might not have been 
Heeu but for tbo man going aloft as be 
did. This was tbo first autbeutio meet* 
ins with a shark which afterward took 
the name of the **Demon of the Sea.’* 
About eight foct back of the head was 
a Inuip tho i!Ìzo of a water pail, and this 
excrescence was milk white iu color. 
It was no doubt tbo result of an injury 
and was a mark by which tho shark was 
known for several years after. 


It is the custom aboard of a merchant 
vessel when a ^hark appears alongside 
and tho work aboard is not pressing to 
give the men a chance to destroy their 
enemy. In this instance, owing to the 
unusual size of tho fish, tho captain was 
anxiouf; to niako a capture and carry 
tho specimen into Singapore. 
Hooks 
wcro got out and baited, and for two 
hours they tried all sorts of tricks to in­ 
duco tho monster to take hold. Ho was 
very wary, however, and refused to bite. 
There was an old harpoon aboard, and 
when it was seen that tho finii could not 
be captured alive tbo carpenter got out 
tho irons and tried to harpoon him. In 
tho effort ho fell overboard, and the 
shark seiml him and disappeared so 
quickly that tho dozen men who wit­ 
nessed tho alTaii^ could scarcely believe 
they saw aright. Tho incident was re­ 
corded in tho log and reference was 
nuido to it in Lloyd’s Hegister for tbo 
first week in September of tho year 
named. So far its is known this sailor 
from tho Fair Hope was tho first white 
nmn who fell a victim to tho demon, 
but others wero to follow in quick suc­ 
cession. 


Three days later and 100 miles to the 
south of Ceylon tho American ship 
James F. Bradwell, tea laden, was 
caught in a calm which lasted for six 
hours. 
Of a sudden men who were 
working iu tbo rigging discovered the 
I 
ifhark alongside. 
He was at first 
s.ken for a snuill whale, and great was 
the amazement when it was known that 
lie belonged to the man eating species. 
As in tlio other case, it was determined 
to capturo him alive, and the men put 
in three hours* work seeking to tempt 
him with pork and beef. The big fellow 
simply refused to tako tho book, and 
bis actions wero so sluggish that it was 
at last believed he was almost dead. A 
boat was lowered in hoi)es that a noose 
might bo slipped over his tail, and it 
was wbilo tho man with tho rope was 
trying to perform this feat that a trag­ 
edy occurred. Ho was bending over tbo 
bows of the boat when be lost bis bold 
and plunged into tho water. With light- 
ningliko swiftness the shark turned and 
seixed him. dived under the keel of the 
ship and was seen no more. 
Five men 
were doso at hand when tho shark grab­ 
bed tho nuin, and they wero unanimous 
iu declaring that the victim was bolted 
do\ *u as if be bad been a five pound 
pieo>> of pork. 
That incident was also 
reeorf‘.ed iu tbo log. and thus made 
autbeniie. but 1 do not think it was 
ever published. 
1 got it personally 13 
years later from tho captain of tho 
Bradwell. 


Tbo third appearanco of tho demon, 
so far as tbo record goes, was about two 
weeks later, and in tho buy of Bengal, 
umny hundreds of miles distant. 
An 
Knglish whaling ship named tho Two 
Sisters was lying off tho Andanum is­ 
lands at anchor while making some re­ 
pairs aloft. 
At 10 o’clock iu tho fore- 
uuuu, without tho iin of a shark having 
been seen, the dcnuai suddenly roso 
alougHide and luy waiting for his prey. 
Everybody was asiunished at his size, 
but us tho repairs wero urgent tho men 
wero not allowed to knoeU olT to efl’ect 
his capture. They did call to threo lish- 
ermeu, however, who were iu a boat 
wear at baud, aud tho natives responded. 


Tho shar’ played his old gauio aud 
appeared to be scarcely able to movo, 
and the idea of the men was to uoaso 
him aud tow him ashoro. No sooner had 
they rounded the stern of tho whaler 
and talieu a rope from ouo of the sailors 
than the demon turned aud made for 
tho boat. Tho nativo crulc was a frail 
atfiiir, used only for iishiug on the reefs, 
aud tho shark struck it head on aud 
stovo a great hole iu tho side. Hopes 
wero thrown to the meu floundering iu 
the water, but ouly one ot them was 
safely hauled aboard tho whaler. Ono 
was seized aud bolted down aud a seo- 
ond, who hung to tho shii/ f ” '‘r. 
was picked oif a mouieut later. 
ever came hundy was hurled overboard 
to frighten tho shark away from his sec­ 
ond victim, but he could not be turned 
a.side. This incident was uot logged, us 
it did not concern the ship, but was 
published at length iu tho Boujbay pa­ 
pers later on. 


For the nest threo months there is no 
record of tho shark’s doings, though he 
might have secured many victims from 
native craft aud tho incidents escape 
public notice. Early in the year 1804 
tho bark Speedw’ell, bound from China 
to her homo port of Philadelphia, bud 
just cleared Acheen head, at the eu- 
trauce to the strait ot Malacca, when a 
suddou squall carried away her main 
aud fore topmasts aud several of her 
sails, This was early iu the morning, 
aud while the crew were repairing 
damages and tbe ship proceediug on her 
voyage the big shark came up astern 
aud took op a position on tbe port side 
aud only about 30 feet away. His length 
was earelully measured by the officers 
aud recorded at 88 feet S inches 
He 
had been heard of through the papers, 
aud the orew were warned to be careful 
iu their work aloft In hopes to drive 
the monster away Captain Tftylor 
bronghft ont A beAvy ehoigim «od flred 
ohiurgei of bQoktbol into liUo «t ahort 
littgf.

a time, bnt Uve minnlee latirliew M 
hack in hit old position. He was thu« 
llred upon and driven away three ano* 
oessive times, bnt when he came back 
the fourth time he took up his positiou 
astern of the ship and swam so low in 
the water that the shot failed to reach 
him. 


He hung by the ship from 7 o’clock 
iu the morning to 4 in the afternoon. 
At that hour the repairs wore about 
complete, and tho men wore laughing 
and joking over the persistency of the 
demon, when ouo of them fell from tho 
yard as they \vere making sail. Ho turn­ 
ed over and over in his descent, but 
struck the water feet first aud was out 
of sight a long minute. When he came 
to the surface, he shot his full leugtli 
out of water, aud the men uttered a 
cheer to encourage him, and tho lifo 
preserver was cut away. 
The man had 
just grasped it when tho shark neized 
him by tho legs, aud thoso who >vero 
looking saw both man and tho lifo pre­ 
server disappear iu the uunvof the mou- 
stor. 
Later on fragments of the float 
camo to tho surface, but nothing fur­ 
ther was seen of tho shark. Tho incident 
was logged and duly reported in New 
York. 


News of strauge things at sea passes 
about in maritime circles with wonder­ 
ful celerity. 
Tho various adventures 
with the demon were soon know'U far 
and wide, and every craft sailiug for 
India or China kept a sharp lookout for 
him. 
If ho was seen between .lanuary 
and April, 1804, thero is no record of 
it, but on tho 15th day of the latter 
month, when I left tho port of St. Luis, 
in tho island of Mauritius, bouud for 
Bombay, in tho brig Charleston, the 
monster apiieared alor.gside before wo 
wero Ö0 miles out of port. This was tho 
first time be had been seen so far to tho 
south aud was a distance of 51.000 miles 
from tho spot where he had snapped up 
his last man. 
The demon appeared to 
us suddenly, as iu all other cases. When 
sharks are around, their dorsal fins can 
be seen cutting the water hero and there, 
and they seldouj come near a moving 
craft. Tho first thing wo knew' tho mou- 
ster was running with tho ship, and so 
close that ouo could have touched him 
with a ten foot polo. We measured his 
length by the rail, and then a tapelino 
gave us exactly 88 feet 8 inches. 
Tlie 
only weapons aboard were two imvy re­ 
volvers, and tho captain took ouo and I 
the other, and wo fired 12 bullets fair 
into the body of tho fish. 
I am telling 
you the plain truth when 1 say that bo 
did not swerve an inch or seem to feel 
tho slightest pain. The ballets certainly 
went into him, but when an ordinary 
shark can have two or three feet cut off 
his tail and still continue to swim about 
unconcernedly there isn’t much hope of 
pistol bullets ending bis life. 


Knowing that the presence of the de­ 
mon meant a borri bio death to any man 
who fell overboard, the w’ord was passed 
for every ono to be very careful of him­ 
self while aloft. Tbe shark picked us 
up of a Tuesday morning at 10 o’vlock. 
We bad a fair wind for the north, K:,id 
up to Friday afternoon at 2 o'clock he' 
hud not secured a victim. No nuitter 
whether the breeze was strong or weak, 
whether it was daylight or darkness, 
tho demon kept bis place alongside. 
We tried him with baited hook.s, wo 
stutTed an old suit of clothes and throw 
tho figure overboard, we put more bul­ 
lets into him aud worked all sorts of 
scliemes to drive him off, but it was not 
to bo douo. If ho siieered off at somo 
demonstration, it was to return aft after 
a moment and take up bis old position. 
His presence was such a meuaco and 
peril that all felt uncomfortable and 
nervous, aud by order of tho captain 
tho men wero kept out of the rigging 
except when it became positively neces­ 
sary to go aloft. W^heu Friday came 
and no accident had happened, wo be­ 
gan to tako heart aud hopeil to see tho 
demon leave us. Iu all those days and 
uights ho iuid eaten nothing, and so easy 
was it for him to keep pace witli us tliat 
ouo might watch for an hour and not 
notice a movement of his tail. 
Whilo 
wo were hoping that hunger amV tbO 
long swim had about exhausted him tiio 
cook got upon tlie rail on tho opposite 
side from tho shark to draw a pail of 
water. A sudden lurch of the ship sent 
him overboard. I happened to bo watch­ 
ing the shark at tho same moment. 
With tho quickness of thought he was 
gone from under ujy eyes, and, passing 
under tho brig, ho seized tho cook hi;* 
forii the latter hud timo to cry out and 
before a mau had advanced to tho rail. 
Four or five sailors got there just in 
timo to see the victim di.sappiar, and as 
thero was no tingo of blood on tho wa­ 
tt r they could well declare that the 
shark had swallow’ed him w’holo. 


A mouth later, 800 miles to tho east- 
w’ard of Mauritius, tho deujon aro.se 
’'^lig.sido tho .Scotch whaler Albatross 
aud follow’ed her two days aud got a 
man who fell trouj tho bowsprit. Three 
moutlis later, to tljo south of Madagas- 
ciU‘, he got a nmn from a BosKni ship 
called the Wliito Wave, 
During the 
same year, when tho Kuglisii Kiiip Cape 
Horn was wrecked off Capo Town aud 
some of tho crew’ took to a raft, the big 
siiark followed the raft for seven days 
and nights and devoured uine different 
men who foil or leaped into tho sea. In 
I8(iö tho demon cruised in the route of 
ships between Cape Town aud Australia 
aud was seen a dozen tinses. in 1800 lio 
w'as back iu the bay of tJengal. Tho last 
seen of him was off' the Lakadive islands 
in the Arabian sea. 
He arose alongside 
of an English gunboat ouo afteruoou. 
and, after taking his measure, one of 
tbe guns was loaded with shell aud 
trained to bear on bim. When the smoke 
cleared away, the shark could no longer 
be seen, aud as ho was never met with 
afterward by any craft which made a 
record of tbe circumstauoe it may be 
safely argued that be was put out of tbe 
way for good and all.

with them. ” 


General Grant laughed heartily and 
said: 
"Have your own way, madam 
You are brave enough." After the war 
was over he inquired very particularly 
of her and expressed the hope that she 
came out all right. •^Dostou Transcript.
